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Over  30  years  ago  the  voters  of  Boston  changed  the  charter 
calling  for  a  dramatic  overhaul  of  its  City  Council. 

A  22  member  District  City  Council  was  rejected  in  favor  of 
a  streamlined  9  member  At-Large  City  Council.     The  new  Council 
chose  Gabriel  F.   Piemonte  to  be  their  first  President.     Cabe^a 
seasoned  legislator^  had  established  a  new  trend  in  government^ 
that  of  taking  a  business  like  approach  to  solving  governmental 
problems.     His  colleagues  on  the  Council  respected  him  enough  to 
elect  him  President  a  record  four  terms. 

Gabe  Piemonte  officially  retired  from  public  service  in  1973 
after  serving  16  years  on  the  City  Council.     However,  Gabe  has 
maintained  an  active  interest  in  municipal  affairs,  often  sought 
after  for  advice  by  Mayors,  City  Councillors,  the  business  community 
and  the  fourth  estate. 

I  have  had  the  privilege  of  serving  with  Gabe,  and  have 
frequently  sought  his  advice  on  municipal  matters.     It  is  my  hope 
that  his  legacy  of  understanding  and  works  of  charity  for  his  fellow 
man  and  his  enduring  concern  for  the  overburdened  taxpayer  and 
the  efficient  use  of  their  tax  dollars,  along  with  his  genuine  love 
and  pride  for  the  City  of  Boston  forever  echo  in  the  Gabriel  Francis 
Piemonte  Hearing  Room.
